CHARGES UNDER PERJURY | 
ORDINANCE 


NO ONE DEFRAUDED 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. A. W. G. 
H. Grantham opened the hearlng of 
the case in which Mr, Noel Instone 
Brewer, barrister-at-law, is charged 
on two counts under the Perjury 
Ordinance and one .under the 
Larceny Ordinance. The charges 
arose out of the financial affains of 
the Instone Banking Corporation, 
of which the accused was President. 

The prosecution was conducted by 
Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy, Assistant 
Attorney-General, whilst Mr. E. 
Davidson was for the defence. 

_. The Crown Case 

Presenting the Crown case, Mr. 
Fitzroy said that three charges 
were involved, of which two had 
to do with perjury through the 
filing of a ‘false statutory report 
to the Registrar of Companies and 
a third, with the presentation of 
a balance sheet misleading in 
many material particulars. 

A Director of the Instone Bank- 
Ing Corporation, of which he was 
the President and: the prime 
mover in the establishment, the 
accused had the responsibility 
devolved on him of presenting and 
filing the statutory report to the 
Registrar. In this connection, the 
Crawn . alleged that certain mis- 
statements were made - by’ the 
accused when he represented the 
total amount ‘of moneys received 
in consideration of shares allotted 
to be much more than {it really 
was. : 

With a nominal capita) represent- 
ed at a large figure, a most extra- 
ordinary procedure took place with 
regard to these shares when, forbid- 
den under its: Articles of Assocla- 
tion to deal in its own shares, the 
Bank required its prospective stock- 
holders to make up on paper what it 
lacked in cash derivable from such 
shares, a3 the following printed 
form would show: 

“I hereby make an application to 
the Instone Banking Corporation for 

a personal loan of $9,000, which sum 

I propose to use in payment of the 

balance outstanding on 100 Ordinary 

Shares applied for (or allotted to) 

me in my name, on which the sum of 

$10 per share has been previously 
naid by me in cash. I agree that this 
loan, if accepted, shall be 9 lien on 
tho said shares and that in the event 
of my essaying to transfer or hypo- 

: theeate the said shares, it shall be 
forthwith repayable without de- 
mand.” 

Followed the signature of the 
“borrower” and his acknowledge- 
ment of the amount named, but, 
explained Mr, Fitzroy, .no hard 
cash passed hands, What happen- 
ed then was that there was a num- 
ber of crosa-ontries in the books 
which, while swelling the capital 
funds, also showed large assets 
Teceivable on “loans repayable.” 

Mr. Brewer's Shares 

Counsel then referred to other 
“book” transactions with which the 
accused was directly interested and 
to a block of 4,800 shares, respon- 
sibility under which was incurred 
by Mrs, Brewer to the extent ‘of 
$482,000. A person burdened with 
such 4 huge indebtedness to. the 
Bank sald Mr. Fitzroy, would have 
cause. for considerable worry, but 


“apparently not Mra. Brewer, for 


she. remained in that biesful state 
There 
would, of course, be a way out if 
things prospered, but they didn't 
and one wondered how she would 
bear up to it, 

There came a time, said Mr. 
Fitzroy, when ‘the ‘balance sheet 
became ‘due, and something had to 


[bo done, What happened then was 


that a company was. formed under 
the style of the Instone Tradlag 
Company. to. acquire’ these shares 
and, take ‘over’ ‘this indebtedness 


jfrom. Mrs, Brewer. ‘The. books: of 


that trading Company. ‘did not 
show.. any business. being. done 
thereafter, other. than the: acquire- 
ment of the facial value of, Mrs. 
Brewer's shares‘as its capital.

figures, but which from the Crown 
viowpolnt were merely fictitious 
cross-entries as instanced in the 
case of “loans” to shareholders. 
(t was their belief that the Bank 
had no more than a few thousand 
dollars any one day in ita coffers, 
and that this mass of figures was 
intended to impress and mislead 
the behalder. . 
Duty of Magistrate - 

Mr. Fitzroy said that it was not 
the Crown’s cage that the accused 
had defrauded any one of money. 
Rather it waa thefr duty to show 
that a case had been made out 
against the accused on charges of 
committing perjury, when he filed 
false statements, and committing a 
further offence under the Larceny 
Ordinance when he published, or 
concurred in the publishing, of a 
false balance-sheet. It then re- 
mained for his Worship if he ruled 
that a case had been made out on 
those charges.to commit the accus- 
ed, or to discharge him if he 
thought .the charges. not sub- 
stantiated. : 

Mr, C. D. Melbourne, Registrar 
of Companies at the Supreme Court, 
was the first witness called. He 
testified to certain Company docu- 
ments and a-balance sheet having 
been filed by the Instone Banking 
Corporation. 

Mr. G. Labrum, of Yo Olde 
Printerie, deposed that his firm at a 
materia] date received an order for 
200 coples of a balance sheet 
handed in. This balance sheet 
was subsequently subjected to 
alterations. 

Mr. E. Davidson, applied for a 
reduction of bail. He sald that the 
prosecution had no objection to a 
reduction from $8,000 to $2,000 
cash. :

This will naturally help the 
cotton industry in Lancashire, to a

With a declining: market, it is of 
course ve difficult to forecast a 
steady basis for trading, but experts 
are fo the opinion that prices havo 
just about reached their lowest and 
that a tenpenny spot level would be 
a fair value.

Natural Selection And Modern Biology 


STRUGGLE FOR LIFE 


Does The Play pus Benefit Over’ Its Relatives ? 


FOSSIL LEGS 


Professor 


D. M. S. Wation’s presidential address to the 


Zoological Section of the British Association this year is certain to 


inspire much discussion. 


He has submitted the evidence for the 


acceptance of the famous principle of Natural Selection to cautious 


but severe criticism. 


It will be recalled that Darwin wrote: “If 


variations useful to any organic being ever do occur, assuredly indi- 
viduals thus characterised will have the best chance of being pre- 
served in the struggle for life; and, from: the atrong principle of in- 
heritance, these will tend to produce offspring ‘similarly charac- 
terised. This principle of preservation, or the survival of the fittest,

Professor Watson remarks half | additional advantage in the struggle 


a century later, after considering 
the further results of that period 
of research: “The extraordinary 
lack of evidence to show that the 
incidence of death under natural 
conditions is controlled by small 
differences of the kind which 
soparate species from one another 
-.. Pendens it difficult to appeal to 
natural selection as the main or 
indeed an important factor in bring- 
ing about the evolutionary changes 
which we know have occurred. It 
may be important, it may indeed 
be the principle which overrides all 
others; but at present its real ex- 
istence a3 a phenomenon rests ‘on 
an extremely slender basis.” He 
observea also that the theory of 
evolution is “universally accepted 
not because it can be proved by 
logically coherent evidence to be 
true but because the only alter- 
native, special creation, is: clearly 
incredible,” : 

Professor Watson considers that 
the post-Darwinians in particular 
have been inclined to assume that 
when an organism hos a structure 
which looks as if it would be useful 
for a certain purpose it is used for 
that purpose. For instance, it has 
been asserted that flowers have been 
evolved so that plants. should be 
fertilised ‘by definite species of 
insects. This aasertion could be 
proved only by very long continued 
observations of .the relations he- 
tween the plants and the Insects. 
May not flowers have arisen casual- 
.[ly and the plant have accepted help 
in fertilisation from such insects as 
these flowers attracted not because 
the fertilisation by these newly at- 
tracted insects was more efficient 
than the method previously used but 
merely because it is an equally good 
alternative method? Or may not 
the plant ‘have evolved flowers not 
‘because it wanted to, as it were, 
but by external compulsion or 
accident? Finding itself with flow- 
era, it had to get along os well as 
it could with its gaudy new 
structure, and was forced to depend 


_}on certain insects bocause these were 


attracted by ita colours while others 
were not. In fact, flowering might 
quite well be regarded as a ‘handfcap 
which forced the plant into new 
methods of living, and not a3 an

Dangerous Assumptions 

Before it can be proved that 
natural selection has enabled organ- 
isms to survive because they have 
advantageous bodily structures, it 
is obviously necessary to know that 
the structures cited are advanta- 
geous. They, can be described as 
advantageous only when their use 
is known. Now it is often difficult 


i to be sure what are'the exact uses 


.the alleged advantage, 


.J ence to horses. 


of bodily features even in animals 
under observation. For instance, 
that whrange mammal the platypus, 


which has a bill like a bird, Jays |' 


eggs and yet suckles its young, has 
horny plates and jaws apparently 
suited to the chewing of hard food. 
This would seem to give it an 
advantage over nearly related 
toothless animals, since it would be 
able to masticate hard besides soft 
food. Yet. the stomachs of half a 
dozen ‘platypuses examined by Pro- 
fessor Watson d¢ontained no hard 
food, So are those plates and jaws 
really used for chewing hard food? 
Does the platypus benefit over its 
relatives by possessing them? Only 
much observation can prove the 
point, and in this, as In a0. many 
other questions of ..evolution by 
natural selection, thé observations 
appear not to have been made. 
Danger of Theories 

. Assumptions aboot the uses of 
limbs and structure are especially 
dangerous in paleontology, the 
zoology of fossils. From the study 
of fossils it is possible to describe 
aome of the changes a species has 
undergone during ita evolution. It 


is tempting to aasert that these 


changes were preserved. because 
they gave the species an advant- 
age. But it is impoasible to be 
sure whether the changes did‘ give 
unless the 
uses to which the changes In 
structure were put are known de- 
finitely. The apparent. uses of 
limbs are often deceptive. For 
instance, who could deduce from 
the post-cranial skeleton of a 
hippopotamus that the animal is 
aquatic? Its-- limbs show no 
swimming modification whatsoever; 
the position of, the eyes only is 
suggestive, .Now what {s to be 
said of fossils’ with legs-like those 
of hippopotami? . Would it be 
possible, for instance, to assert 
that the shape of the fossil’s legs 
had given it some advantage in the 
struggle for existence, when it was 
impossible to say whether the legs 
were of use on land or in water? 
More must be known about tho 
actual] uses of the legs before any 
such sasertions can be made.

|” Suspect Dying From Bullet 
Wound 

Eight of the twenty-three men 
sent to hospital were put in “No. 
13 ward,” which,is the accommo- 
dation for prisoners. 

One of these, Lo Siu-fan, 36 
yeara of age, who was described 
as a shop assistant, was dying 
this morning. He had been 
operated on for bullet wounda in 
the. head. And he was the only 
one of the hospital “cases” lower- 
ed from shipboard in- a astrait- 
jacket, securely-bound in spite of 
“his Injuries, 

Officers of the Royal Navy, on 
taking charge aboard: the “Hai- 
ching.” had reason to suspect him 
and placed him under close sur- 
veillance. Particular attention 
waa paid him by the Police offtcers 
on duty at No, 13 ward. 

Interview Fruitless 

When it became known that he 
was not expected to live, a Euro- 
pean detective of the Criminal In- 

westigation branch went to inter- 
view him, as it is usual to take a 
statement from a person dying in 
such circumstances. -Either he- 
cause the man would not or could 
not talk, the interview was fruit- 
less. 

Curtously, this man’s “descrip- 
tion” was not entered as a “pri- 
soner." This was because there 
had been a mistake in his name. 
“which had been rendered in the 
Chiuchow dialect, Furthermore, 
the Police included him in the 

“not suspected” category referred 
to in the interview. 

Six of the cight in No. 13 were 
put down as “prisoners,” a hos- 
pital phrase which includes sus- 
rects, persons .on remand, ete.

The hundreds of people who stood 
bare-headed ‘at the’graveside yester- 
day as the body of My. . Kingsley 
Frank Wooward was.. laid to Test 
were atirringly moved. Mr. “Wood- 
ward was buried with full Naval 
honours; the service at the grave- 
side in “God's Own Garden” at 
Happy Valley, boing attended by 
the leaders of the Naval, Military 
and Civil Ilfe of the Colony. It 
was probably one o the most large- 
ly uttended funerals Hong Kong has 
ever seen, P 

‘Leaving Naval Yard 

At 4.80 p.m. the party of Naval 
mourners and the gun-carriage drap- 
ed with ‘the Union Jack left the 
Naval Yard compound.

MR. C, GE PERDUE 


The “China Mail” is pleased to 
state that’ Mr. ©. G. Perdue, 
(Assistant Director of Criminal In- 
telligence), underwent a successful 
operation for the extrication of the 
bullet from his right ankle in the 
Kowloon Hospital yesterday, 

The injury to his-ankle ts not 0 
serious as was at first thought, but 
he will have to. remain in hospital 
for at least two weeks before the 
‘Wound can be properly healed. 

The bullet entered the inside of 
the right ankle and travelling right 
round the big bone, lodged near. the 
surface on the right side. The 
wound was a clean one except for 
the chipping of a small bone in the 
ankle. This injury is one that will 
not result In any limp, . ~ 

Very Lucky 

From the appearance of the bullet 
which was. extracted from Mr. 
Perdue’s ankle it appearéd that he 
had been extremely lucky in not 
receiving the full force of it in his 
ankle which would not doubt have 
shattered the ankle bone, especially 
as the bullet is a heavy 44." 

One side ‘of the bullet was 
flattened which gave the impres- 
sion that after leaving the muzzle 
of the revolver it must have scraped 
along some metal part of the ship’s 
deck, where its force was consider- 
ably broken, and rebounding, it en- 
tered Mr, Perdue’s ankle. 

The entry svoupd in the ankle is 
rather’ jagged and this goes to show 
that the bullet did not enter “point 
on.” On account of {ts ugly nature, 
the wound will take a little longer 
than ordinarily to heal, 

The bullet struck the ankle just 
at the edge of Mr. Perdue’s shoe, 

a “half moon” of leather being ‘shot 


cleat away and driven a Ittle way! 


into the entry wound.

TWO FAMOUS SAILING 
VESSELS 


RUNS OF OVER 300 KNOTS 
DOWN THE EASTING 


“TINGIRA” & “FORTUNA” 


It is a remarkable coincidence that 
Probably the two most famous ships 
now {n Sydney Harbour were formerly 
Blackwall passenger ships. The 
vessels, now Known as the “Tingira” 
and “Fortuna,” long years ago were 
shorn of all: the grace and beauty 
which was theirs when they 
under the Blackwall flag, The 
“Tingira” was originally the famous 
“Sabraon,” and after 25 years jn the 
merchant trade, served for many years 
a4 a State reformatory ‘and subse- 
quently as a naval training ship. Now 
" awaiting no 
doubt the destroying hand ofthe ship- 
breaker. The “Fortuna,” formerly the 
7 Blackwall liner “Melbourne,” and later 
renamed the “Macquarie,” has not yot 
finished her ‘career, for she igs now 
carrying out the duty—o lawly one, it 
is true—of a coal hulk. In point of age 
the old “Sobraon” js nine years older 
than the “Macquarie,” the former hav- 
ing been Inunched in November, 1866, 
and tho Inatter in June, 1875. The 
“Sobraon” has been described as ono 
of the finest sailing ships ever built. 
She was also remarkable for her sea 
qualities. Basil Lubbock, an authority 
on the old clipper ships, has written 
that the “Sobraon” ranked with the 
“Cutty Sark" as an example of extra: 
ordinary longevity In compasite ship- 
building, When she was dry-docked 
in 1911, the “Sebraon” was found to be 
still as sound aso bell after 45 years 
afloat, The “Sobraon,” indeed, was not 
only one of the fastest, but by far 
the best ship to be constructed on the 
composite principle of iron frames and 
teak planking, The “Sobraon” wns of 
2,131 tons, her length overall wbeing 
317 feet, length between Perpendicu 
lars 272 feet, beam 40 feet and depth 
of hold 27 fect. She spread two acres 
of canvas, including skysails, during 
her first two voyages, after which 
these were given up for royals over 
double topgallant sails, Until 1871 
the “Sobraon” sailed in the London 
to Sydney trade, and she was then 
transferred to Melbourne. She was 
rarely much more than 70 days on the 
voyage from London to Australia, her 
record to Sydney being 73 days and to 
Melbourne 68 days. Regarding the 
“Sobraon’s” sailing qualities, a son of 
her farnous commander (Captain J. A. 
Elmslie), who also served in the ship 
for many years, wrote: “Runs of over 
300 knots when running down the enst- 
ing were frequent. On one occasion 
over 1,000 knots were covered in three 
days, and over 2,000 in a week: 340 
knots in 24 hours was the best run 
made. I have seen over 16 knots reel- 
ed off by the log. This was with the 
wind some two or three points on the 
quarter, “which was hor best sailing 
point. On a wind and sailing within 
5% points, she could do her seven to 
elght knots good.” The old ship con- 
tinued in the Australian trade until 
December, 1891, when, on her arrival 
in Melbourne, .she was  aold 
to the New South Wales Gov- 
ernment as a reformatory ship, 
Sir Henry ° Parkes was thea 
in power, and he purchased the ship 
for £11,600 while a-furthor £30,000 waa 
expended in fitting her‘up as a training 
ship for juvenile offenders. For tho 
next 20 years the “Sobraon,’ which 
y' at moor- 
{ngs of Cockatoo Island. — The daily 
average number of boys on the ship 
during this phase of hor career wad 
about 400. In February, 1897, tho, 
vessel hnd a narrow escapo from he- 
ing driven ashore when. her moorings 
parted during a heavy squall, In 
1911 the Commonwealth Government 
took ovor the “Sobraon” and converted 
her into a training ship for boys en- 
tering the Royal AustraNan Navy.

Her name was changed to tho 
“Tingirs," and she continued ag a 
naval training ship for abeut 16 
years, During practically the whole 
of her last period of usefulness tha 
“Tingira” Jay in Rose Bay, and when 
she was sold out of the Commonwealth 
Naval Service the vesscl was removed 
to Berry's Bay, 

While the many old steamers which 
lio in secluded bays of the harbour 
are interesting linka of tho shipping 
trade of the past, another of the 
famous old-timers in Sydney Harbour 
is the coat hulk “Fortuna,” Formerly, 
the clipper rhip “Malbourne,” and 
later the “Muacquario,” ‘the old ship 
has indeed come down in tho world, 
and her appearance slong tho harbour 
front sets old sailormen telling stories 
of the days when sail was in tho ns- 
cendant? The old'“Macquarie,” a3 the 
“Fortuna” was best known, was the 
last of Greon's Black-wall’ line of 
Passenger ships, and, as the “Mel- 
bourne, she was built in 1875, Tho 
“Melbourne” was one of the strongest 
merchant ships ever launched and was 
built from the surplus plates. of op 
warship, A vessel of 1,857 tons, the 
“Melbourne” was 270 fect long, with 
a beam of 40 feet and o depth 
of 24 fact. Like all the Blackwall 
thips, the comfort of the passengers, 
rather than record passages, was the 
first consideration, The ship had a 
beautifully carved figure-head of 
Queen Victoria, and the cost of the 
vessel waa about £42,000. Tho 
“Melbourne” left London on her 
maiden voyage on August 16, 1875, 
und anchored’ in Hobson's Bay on 
November 16, after. a voyngo of B+ 
days. Tho vessel sailed regularly to 
Melbourne until: 1887, during which 
tithe her outward voyages averaged 82 
days. In the latter year the “Mel~ 
bourne” was ‘brought by Devitt’ and 
Moore to replace their passenger ship, 
the old “Parramatta. The vessel 
was renamed the “Macquarie,” and 
arrived in Port Jackson for the first 
time on December 27, 1887, 94 days 
out from London, and thenceforth she 
bailed regularly to Sydney, In 1883, 
when she was about to sail on her 
second voyage to Sydney, Devitt and 
Moore changed the namo of tho vessel 
to the “Macquarie.” Tho ship con- 
Unued in the London-Sydney trade for 
about ten years, and in 1897 sho suc= 
ceeded the “Harbinger” as ono. of 
Devitt and Moore's cadet ships, and 
Captain Corner was appointed to com- 
mand the ship. Sho made six success- 
ful voyages as a cadet ship, and in 
1903 was sold to the Norwegians, who 
tenamed her “Fortuna”, Her first 
Voyage under the Norwegian flag was | 
trom Frederickstadt to "Melbourne, 
.where sho arrived on January 13, 1906. 
After running her for five or six years, 
the Norwegians sold the old ship to 
Megara. Lund, and she ia now the pro- 
perty of one of the Sydney colliery 
companies, being used as a coal halk.

In the House of Lords to-day, 

Viscount Elivank asked whether tha 

terms of reference for next year’s 

Imperial Economic Conference had 

yet been wettled, and whether they 

would permit the Conference to dia- 
cuss freely and on business lines all 
aspects of inter-imperial trade. He 

-was anxious that the Conference 

should be able to discuss the quas- 

tion of Empire free trade. 

Lord Melchett, supporting Lord 
Elibank, said that the Empire was 
not taking advantage of the fact 
that it controlled a larger propor. 
tion of raw materials of the world, 
Some scheme ought to be consider- 
ed by which members of the Empire 
Unit could obtain preferential ad- 
vantages over other countries in the 
use of these raw materials. By 
acting as one economic unit there 
would be enormous advantage in 
negotiating commercial treaties 
with other countries, 

-The Colonial Secretary, Lord 
Passficld, said that it was hoped to 
hold an Imperial Economic Confer- 
ence at the same time as the Imper- 
ial Conference in the autumn of 
1930. It was not possible to give 
any indication of the agenda, be- 
eauge what would be discussed was 


just what several members of Con-! 


ference wished to have discussed. 
No subject was preeluded from the 
discussion, but the agenda had not 
assumed any definite form. 

It was open to any Government to 
Propose any subject relating to {m- 
mediately improving Imperial 
trade. The Government ,had no 
intention of giving unsympathetic 
consideration to anything proposed 
as calculated to increase inter. 
imperial trade. The Government 
would have to nexative, however, 
any proposal for levying taxes upon 
important foodstuffs that came into 
this . country, The opinion of 
Ministers was that anything of that 
ind would not only be inimical to 
the standard of living of the coun- 
try, but would entail a crushing 
Nemesis at the ensuing general 
election.—British Wireless Service.

SHANGHAI 


WELL-KNOWN GERMAN ATHLETE 
TO GIVE EXHIBITION 


DR. O. PELTZER: 
{---Most people in Shanghai inter- 
ested in athletics probably have 
heard of Dr. 0. Peltzer, who ranks 
amongst the speediest middle dis- 
tance runners the world has 
known, and they have certainly 
seen many photographs of him in 
Home papers, the virile pose which 
characterized his finishes being as 
appealing to the photographer as 
iS was to the athlete. He was 
amongst the first of the new school 
of German athletes to invade Great 
Britain, and, if he does not hold 
for many years the record of one of 
the msot successful, [t will only 
be because of ‘the rise of some 
absolute phenomenon In the Ger- 
man athletic world. 


Exhibition Races 


Dr, Peltzer recently ran in some 
exhibition races at Tientsin 
against the famous Scottish 
athlete, Eric Liddell, who is said 
to be the ‘fastest man ever seen on 
a Rugby fleld. Dr. Peltzer on 
Nov. 31 was a visitor in Shanghai 
and on,December 1 he gave a 
demonstration on the grounds of 
the China National Amateur 
Athletic Federation, Rue du Pere 
Froe, Shanghai. 

Recent messages stated that Dr. 
Peltzer had secured an appoint- 
ment in Mukden, but this is not 
the'case. There was ‘a time when 
it was hoped he would join the 
staff of the German School in 
Shanghai. but the appointment 
which it was thought he could have 
filled happened to have been given 
to another of his countrymen. He 
is now on a prolonged tour, “just 
secing the world.” 

Now thirty years of.age, Dr. 
Peltzer has . competed in running 
races in Germany since he was 
twenty, but he was little known 
outside his country before 1926, 
when he beat the British Olympic 
‘champion, Lowe, and, incidentally, 
established 8 new world’s racord 
time, following up ‘this victory 
shortly afterwards in Berlin by de- 
cisively defeating the Finnish 
wonder, Nurmt, who until then had 
been considered unconquerable, In 
a race over 15500 metres, lower- 
ing the world’s record over that 
distance. 


‘American Offer 

The. immediate result, of these 
victories was a very substantial 
offer from an American syndicate 
to turn professional, which how- 
ever, Dr. Peltzer refused, as it was 
his ambition to represent his 
country in last year’s Olymplc 
games at Amsterdam. Unfor- 
tunately for him, when the great 
event materialized, he was still 
suffering from the after-effects of 
an injury to one of his ankles 
which prevented him from 
realizing his long-cherished hopes. 
However, his recent  deciaive: 
victories over the faatest runners 
Japan could pit against him, and 
his. victory over 800 metres at 
Tientsin only recently, over the 
renowned world record man and 
Olympic champion, Eric Liddell, 
who had previously beaten him in 
a. 400 metres race—a distance 
which is Liddell’s speciality buts 
rather too short for Peltzer—xhow 
conclusively that he now unce 
more in his best form, 

To Visit Japan 

Dr. Peltzer is shortly leaving 
for Manila, where he will take 
part in the athletic carnival to be 
held on the 16th of thfs month. 
From there he intends to, go to 
Australia, where he will sojourn 
during January and February, and 
compete in a number of track 
meetings. Dr. Peltzer holda the 
world’s records over half a mile, 
1,000 and 1,500 metres, besides 
numerous German national -re- 
cords, :

LENGTH OF AERIAL 


Use Of Good Earthing 
System 


The Wireless’ “Correapondent of 
the “Singapore Free Press” writes: 

There is no hard and fast rule 
for determining tho exact length of 
an.aertal to suit all conditions and 
types of receivers. I know of an 
instance where a person uses a 800 
ft. one and would not consider any- 
thing shorter—that this length 
sulta his conditions is borne out by 
the fact that he has never deon 
known to don a pair of headphones, 
all tuning and listening being 
carried out on a loudspeaker. For 
general reception however an 
aerial should be between 60.and 100 
feet in overall tength. The longer 
the wire tha more energy -will it 
pick up so the more stations you. 
will hear but there ia als 
greater possibility ‘ of: intty 
between stations -and’ more™"X's”, 
(atmospherics) will be collected.’ 
Another fact to be borne in.mind 
is that a large aerial can collect a 
heavy charge of static elactricity 
and unless provided with a good 
earthing system is capable of giv- 
ing 9 masty shock. The use of a good 
earthing system very often im- 
proves the working of a receiver 
and one must not be afraid of using 
too many*earth wires. There is no 
limit to the number and the more 
the merrier--one lead can be join. 
ed to a sheet of zine buried in the 
garden, another to an empty kero- 
sene tin, yet another to the water 
pipe (never connect to gas piping) 
etc. Every oxtra lead reduces the 
resistance of the aertal earth 
system. 

Listeners can no doubt recollect 
early this year-Chelmsford'’s an- 
nouncement .of using a. doublet 
aerial. A doublet Is only. another 
name for a current-fed Hertz aerial 
and is a favourlte type among 
transmitting amateurs when work- 
ing on fixed bands of wave-lengths. 
Its use for reception isn general- 
ly known but there are ties when 
signals can be received at good 
strength on it whilst the ordinary 
type refuses to transact business. 
Another advantage is that owing to 
its dimensions it can be fixed to the 
ceiling of a room or along the wall 
near the recelving set. Any readet 
will be able to make out a aketeh 
of this aerfal—draw a Hne three 
inches long and place a dot ‘inthe 
centre which presents an insulator 
thereby dividing ‘the aerial ” into

pleted ‘by March 1, 1931, . when the 
modernisation of ten out ‘of thirteen 
pre-Jutiland battleships in service 
would be completed. The modernisa- 
tion of the remaining. three, “New 
Mexico,” “Mississippi,” and “Idaho,” 
vas recommended by the Naval Depart- 
ment, but not yet authorised by Con- 
gress, All the eight light cruisers 
authorised in December, 1924, will bo 
completed by March, 1931, 

Contracts had been awarded for the 
construction of five out of 15 light 
cruisers authorised in February last 
and the Navy Department recommends 
immediate steps to provide parity of 
the aircraft carrier tonnage Inid down 
by the Washington Treaty. . 

Mr. Adams dwells on-the efficiency 
of the aviation with the ficet, and says 
that it is believed that the cruisers 
now being constructed and authorised 
would be at least equal in offensive and 
defensive armament to any foreign 
vessels of the same type.
